JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 13.—Members 
of the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, following in the footsteps of 
the higher salaried executive officers 
cf the State, have already begun to load 
the State payrol! with wives, sons, 
daughters and other reiatives, and the 
indications are that nefore the session 
is a month old there will be a larger 
clerical force than ever in the history of 
the State. 

According to some members, some 3f 
their colleagues have already begun to 
inquire when it will be advisable to add 
additional clerks, although it is freely 
admitted that all the work could be 
done with half the clerks already on 
the payroll. 

It was impossible today to obtain a 
list of the Senate clerks, the officers 
of the Senate making the excuse that 
the Senators had not submitted the 
rames of their clerks. 

An examination of the list of the 
House clerks shows more than a liberal 
number of relatives wf members. In 
many instances, where the names ar2 
not the same. it is impossibie to tell of 
the relationship. It is certarn that many 
of the clerks are related to the mem 
bers who appointed them, though the 
names are different. 

Many Not Submitted Yet. 

Some of the menibers of the House 
have not submitted the nameg of their 
clerks, none of the committee clerks 
have been appointed and many minor 
positions are yet to be filled. When 
these names are added the roll of rela- 
tives of members will be augmented, as 
the committee clerkships are considered 
the most desirable jobs. Each clerk is 
paid $3.50 a day, seven days a week. 


Representative Keenan of Kansas City 
Was married 10 days ago. He brought 
his bride to Jefferson City, and as soon 
as he was authorized to appoint a clerk, 
placed her name on the pay roll. 

Although Representative Miller of 
Scotland County does not appear to 
have placed a relative on the list as his 
clerk, his daughter, Miss Lorene Mae 
Miller, holds the position of folder in 
the House at 4a salary of $% a day. 

There are no duties whatever attached 
to the position of ‘‘folder,’’ though each 
House has one at a salary of $5 a day.

' PARIS, Jan. 13.—Desperate fighting is 


in progress along the Aisne, northeast of 
Soissons, for the possession of railroads 
now in the hands of the Germans. The 
gains made recently there by the 
French have threatened the lines which 
the Germans have been using to supply 
their troops. The official statement is- 
rued by the War Office today says the 
(iermans have brought considerable 


ierces into this engagement, and at one 
pvint.the Irench were obliged to give 
svound. The statement says: 
“On the Aisne, to the northeast of 
Svissons, the fighting around ‘Spur 
‘22’ continued with great severity 
during all the day of Jan. 12. The 
Germans brought very considerable 
forces into this engagement.

To the east our troops were obliged 
to give ground.

“In the Vosges there have been 
fogs and a heavy fall of snow. 

“The unfavorable weather condi- 
tions which have persisted along al- 
most the entire front have hindered 
operations. In Belgium there has 
been a sand storm In the dunes along 
the coast. 

“In the region of Nieuport and near 
Ypres the French artillery directed 
an effective fire on the earthworks 

‘of the enemy.”

60 miles from Paris. Fighting as vio- 
lent as at Spur 132 is in progress about 
fifty miles farther east, near Porthes, 
where the Germans, by a counter attack, 
succeeded in breaking through and in 
establishing themselves behind the 
French advanced position north of Beau- 
sejour. 

Dispatches from Sofia indicate that 
Rumania plans to start her campaign 
through Transylvania in February. 


Turkish Detachment Occupies Tabriz, 
Persia. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—Reuter’s Telegram 
Co. has received a dispatch from Petro- 
grad saying an advance detachment of 
the Turkish army has occupied the Per- 
sian City of Tabriz. 

The taking of Tabriz means that the 
Turks have obtained a more or less im- 
portant base for the projected German- 
Turkish attack on the Russian position 
in the province of Erivan, north of the 
Persian border and south of Tiflis. The 
occupation of Tabriz was made compar- 
atively easy by the recent withdrawal 
of Russian forces to meet the Ottoman 
advance further west. Russia's most 
vulnerable point, at which the Turks 
are aiming, lies among the undefended 
Russo-Prussian frontier to the north of |. 
Tabriz. ;

Austrian Artillery Drives Russians 
Out of Position. 

VIENNA, via Amsterdam to. London, 
Jan. 13—The Austrian official communi- 
cation issues yesterday said: 

“The enemy’s attempt to force the 
Nida River (Southern Poland) was re- 
newed yesterday with violent artillery 
fire. On the entire front in the south- 
ern portion in the forenoon strong hos- 
tile forces renewed their attack which 
soon collapsed under our artillery fire. 
Hundreds of dead and wounded were 
left in front of our positions. 

“Simultaneously an artillery. battle 
took place south of Vistula. On this oc- 
casion one of our batteries succeeded in 
getting the range of a farm and the 
Russians who had been there for some 
days. were compelled to-evacuate their 
positions. 

“In the Carpathians serious operations 
are impeded by the unfavorable weather. 
In the Upper Ung Valley the enemy has 
retired nearer the Uzrok Pass. 

“The report that Prezmysl sent repre- 
sentatives to parley with the enemy Jan. 
lt igs baseless.” 


Turks Driven From Position by Fire 
of Own Cruiser. 

PETROGRAD, Jan. 13.—Further de- 
tails of the naval engagements in the 
Biack Sea during the first week of Jan- 
uary have been received in Petrograd. 

The scene of these activities was be- 
tween Sinope and Rizab, Turkish ports 
on the southern coast of the Black Sea. 
The Russian ships came up with the 
Turkish cruiser Medjidieh, convoying a 
steamer, the Maria Rosetta, with a 
cargo of naphtha for Trebizond. They 
opened fire on the Turkish ship and did 
considerable damage. The cruiser 
escaped but the Maria Rosette was sent 
to the bottom. 

The night of Jan. 6 the Russian fleet 
came up with cruisers Breslau and 
Hamidieh. A spirited exchange of shots 
followed and finally the Turkish cruis- 
ers disappeared in the darkness. In 
‘Sourmene Bay and in Rizah Bay (% 
miles east of Trebizond) the Russian 
warships destroyed 51 Turkish boats. 
The bombardment of the port of Hope, 
which is the distributing point for the 
Tchoruk region, caused a number of 


‘fires along the coast. 


It seems the Turkish cruiser Breslau 
bombarded certain positions held by 
Turkish troops near Liman, which is to 
the north of Hope. Following this 
bombardment Russian troops occupied 
without hindrance the positions from 
which Turkish soldiers had been driven 
by the fire of their own cruiser. _

FATHER AIDS’ MINISTER 


Asserts Son’s Weddings Are TOO 
Complicated to Be Straight- 
ened Out by Him.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13. —_“Everything will 


come out all right; I have great faith 
in the Lord,” was the statement by 
the Rev. James Morrison Darnell, the 
former Brooklyn preacher, who gave 
up his pulpit at Kenosha, Wis., on 
Monday, after developments connecting 
his name with at least three youns 
women, who claim he hss married 
them. 

The latest claimant to the name of 


the former pastor of the Henry M. 
Simmons Memorial Church at Kenosha, 
is Mrs. Ethel Spurgeon. Darnell of 
Avon, Ill., who backs her claim with 
@ marriage license, a wedding ring and 
a broken heart. She is 23 years old 
and declares she married the minister 
three years ago in this city. She says 
her marriage antedates all claims to 
the pastor’s heart and hand. 

The others are Doris Vaughan Dar- 
nell, 17, of Chicago, and Ruth Soper 
Darnell, 22 of Owatonna, Minn. 

Milton Darnell, father of the minister, 
has arrived here from his home in 
Peoria, Ill., and spends much of the 
time with his son at a hotel. The elder 
Darnell insisted that his son’s multi- 
plicity of marriages was too compli- 
cated to be straightened out by him, 


Father Is Puzzled. 
“I don’t Know anything about those 


marriages,’’ said the father. ‘I heard 
he married still another -woman in 
Rochester, Minn., when he was 4% years 
old. Now that I think of it, that was 
annulled or fixed up some way, on ac- 
count of the ages of the pair.”’ 

A development of the affair is a state 
ment by the Rev. Ernest Smith, secre 
tary of the Unitarian Church confer- 
ence and the Fellowship Committee of 
that organization, who said: 

“Mr. Darnell called on me and I asked 
him if he married Ruth Soper, and he 
said ‘No.’ I asked him if he married 
Ethel Spurgeon and he said ‘No;’ that 
he had an ‘alliance’ with her, but that 
she was dead. 

“Then I asked him if he married 
Doris Vaughn and his reply was the 
most surprising. He said ‘No; I have a 
license to marry her, but I haven't 
married her yet.’ I don’t know what to 
think of the man.’’ 

Doris Vaughn Darnell, the child-wife, 
spent several hours with Darnell yes- 
terday, but her mother, Mrs. Edward F 
Vaughn, was with her. Mrs. Vaughn 
insisted upon Darnell moving from the 
Vaughn home to a hotel, until it could 
be definitely settled whether his mar- 
riage to her daughter was valid. 

Detectives from the office of the 
State’s Attorney today questioned va- 
rious friends of Darnell and the young 
women. Darnell’s father announced he 
would go to Owatonna to learn the 
truth concerning his son's relations 
with the woman regarded in Kenosha 
as his wife. 

Announcement was made that the 
Avon girl would come to Chicago to 
help in the investigation. Grand jury 
action was promised if more than one 
marriage should be proved against Dar- 
nell.

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LIVELY DEBATE IN 
SENATE ON SPEECH 
OF THE PRESIDENT 


Borah Assails Executive’s Plea 
for Team-Work; John Sharp 
Williams Defends Him. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—An attack 
on President Wilson’s use of his consti- 
tutional powers; criticism and support 
of his Mexican policy and political 
speechmaking mingled today in a Sen- 
ate discussion of Senator Cummins’ res- 
olution asking what the United States 
intends to do with the taxes collected 
during the occupation of Vera Cruz. 

John Sharp Williams, defending _the 
administration, said it was well known 
the money was to be turned over to any | 
Government in Mexico eventually recog- 
nized. 

“You cannot embarrass the adminis- 
tration nor befoozle the American pev- 
ple with any such resolution,’’ said he, 
launching into a defense of the Presi- 
dent’s policy. “If a certain American 
had been in the White House there 
would have been stern messages to Con- 
gress climaxed with: ‘Come on, boys, 
charge!’ 

Predicts Wilson's Re-Election. 
‘Woodrow Wilson will be renominated 

for the presidency and re-elected, not a8 
a minority but as a majority candidate. 
This is so because the American people 
have found him not only good enough 
to take the place of men about whom 
they were quarreling, but also good 
enough to stand in his own stead.” 

Senator Cummins insisted Congress, 
not the President, should decide what 
shall become of the Vera Cruz money 
and then, paying a tribute to President 
Wilson’s integrity and ability, added: 

“Tl am simply objecting to his position 
that he is trying to run the United 
States. It appears in every utterance 
that falls from his lips. He assumes 
that, under the Constitution, he is the 
final arbiter of all these things. I have 
no doubt he assumes it with perfect 
honesty and with the most careful con- 
sideration.’”’ 

Senator Borah assailed the President’s 
Indianapolis speech, characterizing it 
as an admission that the President pre- 
ferred to be the leader of his party 
rather than the chief executive of the 
whole people. 

Assails Teamwork Idea. 

“T wish to quote the most significant 
statement ever made by a President 
with regard to a co-ordinate branch of 
the Government,” said he. “No such 
statement has been made since the days 
of Andrew Johnson. I will not say that 
the spirit which actuated is the same, 
but it calls for serious consideration of 
every man. I quote the President’s 
statement as follows: 

“Tf any group of men should dare 
to break the solidarity of the Demo- 
cratic team for any purpose or from 
any motive, theirs will be a most 
unenviable notoriety and a respon- 
sibility which will bring deep bit- 
terness tec them.”’ 


“The President did not say for any 
evil purpose or any unwise principle, 
but for any purpose or any reason. 
Such is the sole and central principle 
on which any corrupt political machine 
was ever organized or put into exist- 
ence. There is no difference between 
what he said and what Tom Taggart 
said to his Indiana followers, 8 of 
whom pleaded guilty yesterday to the 
crime of corruption. There is no dif- 
ference between it and the orders is- 
sued by Murphy of Tammany Hall to 
his satellites to follow the dictates of 
the captain regardless of the dictates 
of conscience or judgment.”

Coroner to Question Dr. Kinder 
Who Did Not Report Robber 
Suspect Was Shot. 


Coroner Padberg today will issue a 
summons for Dr. E. B. Kinder, 1432 
North Taylor avenue, to attend a hear- 
ing at the Coroner’s office tomorrow 
into the circumstances surrounding the 
death of John T. Hochthurn and to learn 
why the physician did not report that his 
patient was suffering from a bullet 
wound. The police have secured the evi- 
dence of a bartender to show that 
Hochthrun was one of two men who at- 
tempted to hold up a saloon at 1500 Pine 
street the night of Dec. 29, and that he 
was shot by a policeman while escap- 
ing. 

The Coroner says he attended a ypost 
mortem examination made yesterday, 
when the body of Hochthurn was ex- 
humed. He said that the bullet woun4d 
in the right hip was plainly visible and 
that three pieces of a bullet were found 
in the body. The Coroner says that no 
physician could be mistaken as to the 
nature of the injury. 

May Involve Another Member. 

The Coroner has asked the police to 


furnish him with a list of other wit- 


nesses who may be examined at the 
same time. A transcript of the testi- 
mony will be sent to the Circuit Attor- 
ney and to Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff. 

The Coroner has learned that there 18 
a possibility of another physician being 
involved in the failure to report Hoch- 
thurn’s wound. Mrs. Hochthurn has 
told the Coroner that when her son 
was brought home in an auto he was 
accompanied by Matt Donnelly and by a 
man who said he was a physician. This 
physician had dressed Hochthurn’s 
wound and told Mrs. Hochthurn that :t 
was not serious. She says she called in 
Dr. Kinder Dec. 30. 

Doctor Said Kick Caused Death. 

Dr. Kinder, in reporting the cause of 
Hochturn’s death, said it was due to 
peritonitis, possibly superinduced by 4 
kick. The Coroner’s’ investigation 
showed no evidence of any injury that 
might have been caused by a kick. The 
physician’s report made no mention vf 
a bullet wound. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff says 
he cannot tell what action may be taken 
in the case of Dr. Kinder for failing to 
make such a report until he receives a 
transcript of the notes of the Coroner’s 
inquiry. :

while the others do nothing. In former 
years it has been customary for the 
relatives of members to be the ones wh» 
have nothing to do. 

The House at the beginning of the ses- 
sion authorized 154 employes, including 
clerks and elective officers. This was 
one clerk for each Democratic member 
and additional clerks for committees 
and stenographers. It is usual for each 
House at the beginning of the session 
to authorize a number of clerks, which 


does not appear over large, and in- 
crease the number later in the session. 


Official records in Jefferson City show 
that expenditures of contingent expenses 
of the Legislature have shown an in- 
crease every year for many years. The 
contingent expenses are mostly made up 
of clerical hire. 

Clerks Paid for Idle Days. 

Clerks are paid for seven days’ work 
a‘'though the Legislature is never in ses- 
sion more than six days a week and 
usually only five days. The law pro- 
vides for payment at $3.50 a day and the 
theory in the payment for days not em- 
ployed is that the law does not state 
that clerks are to be paid only for the 
days employed. 

This is the same theory adopted in 
the payment of members. The law pro- 
vides that members shall be paid $5 a 
day for 70 days and $1 a day after that 
time. The 70 days are computed not as 
70 d&ys in session, but as 70 consecu- 
tive days. 

Senator Elder of St. Louis this morn- 
ing introduced his nepotism bill provid- 
ing removal from office and fine and 
imprisonment for any public officer who 
appoints any relative to a position or 
who agrees with another official to ap- 
point a relative in consideration of the 
appointment by that official of a rela- 
tive.

THE HAGUE, Jan. 18.—Cardinal De- 
sideratus Mercier, the Primate of Bel- 
gium, declines for the present to dis- 
cuss what he defines as the ‘vexatious 
measures’’ of the German authorities 
in Belgium with reference to him and 
to the pastoral letter written by him 
on Christmas. 

Gen. von Bissing, Govefnor-General of 
the Belgian territory occupied by the 
Germans, in reply to a request made 
by the Associated Press that he for- 
ward to Cardinal Mercier a telegram 
asking him for the exact facts in con- 
nection with the incident, today said: 

‘Cardinal Mercier requests me to 
forward to you the following dispatch 
in response to your inquiry: 

“I feel very much the sympathy you 
have shown me and for which I thank 
you; but I prefer not to dwell for the 
moment on the vexatious measures to 
which you allude and I prefer to con- 
tinue to shut myself in my episcopal 
ministry. I wish to declare, however, 
that I have withdrawn nothing and will 
withdraw nothing from my pastoral! let- 
ter. CARDINAL MERCIER, 
“‘Archhishop of Malines.’ ”’ 

Gen. von Bissing adds: 

“As this reply of the Cardinal might 
give rise to misunderstandings, I add 
thereto the following remarks: 

“IT certainly caused proofs of the 
pastoral letter in the printing office to 
be confiscated and I summoned the 
priests to give up copies of it in their 
possession. 

“The Cardinal never has been arrest- 
ed nor has his personal liberty in any 
Other way been encroached upon. I 
mertly, by means of officers of my staff, 
requested hi mto give me explanations 
of the tendencies of the pastoral letter 
and, besides this, in order to prevent 
possible manifestations, I asked him to 
abandon a projected journey to Ant- 
werp. 

“If these measures, perhaps, appear to 
the Cardinal subjectively vexatious, yet 
they were objectively absolutely neces- 
sary in order to clear up the situation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Democratic 
members of the Senate are hopeful of 
an early settlement of differences be- 
tween President Wilson and some of 
their number over Federal appoint- 
ments, as a result of a conference yes- 
terday between the President and Sen 
ators Stone, Thomas and Johnson, ma- 
jority members of a subcommittee 
which has under consideration the nom- 
ination of George Hampton as Internal 
Revenue Collector for the Camden dis- 
trict of New Jersey.

Pedro Dolina Mora, a Filipino, former 
valet to ex-President Taft when Mr. 
Taft was Governor of the Philippines, 
and now living with his wife, an East 
St. Louie .:7l, at 1223 North Eleventh 
street, is today one of the most disap- 
pointed young men in the city. He has 
been informed that the laws of the coun- 
try do not permit his becoming «a 
naturalized citizen, although he took 
cut his first papers Nov. 11, 1912. 
The present laws provide for the 
naturalization only of those of the white 
or black race and as a Filipino, Hora 
is regarded by M. R. Bevington s chief 
naturalization officer here, as a Malay. 
Iz was one of Mora’s chief hopes when 
he came here upon the advice of Mr. 
Taft to get an education, to become 4. 
citizen. 
He has not given up hope, however. 
He says he has been told that his grand- 
father was a Spaniard and he has writ- 
ten to his relatives In Manila asking 
them to look up the family tree and if he 
can lay claim to Spanish descent to send 
him a certified record. 

Has Letter From Mr. Taft. 

When presenting himself for examina- 
tion for naturalization Mora produced 
letters from former President Taft, 
Archbishop J. J. Harty and Bishop 
Dunne of Dallas, Tex., certifying to his 
food character. The letter of Bishop 
Dunne was indorsed by Archbishop 
Glennon. 

Mora is 30 years old and as he tells 
the story he was 17 years old when he 
was first engaged as a personal gerv- 
ant by Mr. Taft. 

He was encouraged in his ambition 
by the former President, and in July, 
1902, Mr. Taft got him transportation to 
America aboard the battleship New 
York. He says that he began working 
et once as a waiter and after a short 
time went to Dallas, Tex., where he re- 
mained several years. He saved his 
money while working hard to secure a 
knowledge of English and eight years 
ago he came to St. Louis. 

Wife Shares His Ambition. 

Here he attended night school and 
took a course at a business college. In 
1911 he married Miss Eleanor E. Wor- 
din, the ceremony being performed in 
East St. Louis by the Rev. Father Milet 
of St. Louis University. 

Mora is now employed as an elevator 
operator in the building at the south- 
west corner of Sixth and Olive streets, 
and is taking special instructions from 
Father Kenney of St. Louis University.

Advocates of Improvement As- 
sert District Which Asks Serv- 
ice Is Well Settled. 


A number of residents of Northwest- 
ern St. Louis testified today before the 
State Public Service Commission in the 
Planters Hotel that they had to walk 
from one-half mile to a mile each day 
in order to reach the nearest street car 
line operated by the ‘United Railways. 

Christy Farrar, an attorney represent- 
ing the affiliated North St. Louis Im- 
provement Associations, said that he 
wished to prove that the United Rail- 
ways should be made to extend the Lee 
line from its present terminus, Taylor 
avenue, to the city limits, In order to 
accommodate residents of that section. 

John C, Scobee of 8536 Lalite avenue 
testified that he had to walk a mile to 
the Bellefontaine line, which he took at 
Robin and Florissant avenues. 

“It takes me 20 minutes to make tnd 
walk,’ he said. ‘“‘But I believe that I 
would almost rather continue walking 
the mile than have the car run on my 
street.”’ 

Survey of the Population. 

Lee Crutcher, who made a survey of 
the residents in that section, testified 
that the following population existed 
there: In a district bounded by Union, 
Margaretta, Taylor avenues and Bircher 
road, 431 families, three factories, two 
schools, one church and a small number 
of stores. In a section bounded by the 
city limits, Bircher road, Union and 
Farney -avenues, 1532 families, on 
school, 59 stcres, five churches, one 
school and one factory. He estimated 
the total number of ao ge at from 
8000 to 106,000. 

The improvement associations work- 
ing for the extension of the Tee avenue 
line wish to have the addition so con- 
structed that it will run through the 
center of the two sections. 

Morton Jourdan, attorney for the Unit- 
ed Railways, asked several witnesses if 
it was not true that Farrar, the attorney 
for the associations, owned much prop- 
erty in that section. Several of them, 
including Farrar, said ves. 

H. J. McBride of 8019 Saloma avenue 
testified that ‘at present he had to walk 
4000 feet to catch a street car. He said 
that several years ago hé and other res- 
idents of that section had gone to the 
late Capt. McCulloch and asked for bet- 
ter fervice.

FARRIS NEARLY 
FLOPO INTO RANKS 
OF GOV. MAICR 


Will Support Executive As 
Against Reed for Senator, but 
Doesn’t Go Farther.

ze was asked. 

“No, I am not,” he replied. Farris is 
noticeably less pronounced in his oppo- 
sition to the Governor than he was a 
week ago. He has even introduced one 
of the Governor’s bills. It also has been 
noticed that Senator John F. Morton of 
Richmond, also known as an anti-Ma- 
jor man, has been spending considerable 
time in the Governor’s office. This has 
led to rumors of a peace deal between 
the Governor and Farris and Morton, 
but politicians are slow to accept the 
rumor for a fact. 

“Farris and Morton are two of the 
most crafty politicians {n the State,” a 
legislator said today. “TI don’t know 
whether: there has been a peace deal or 
whether they are just playing the Gov- 
ernor along until they get him into deep 
water enough to drown him in.’’

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TO SHOW TONSILS 
ARE UNNECESSARY 


Fashionable Audience Shuns It 
When Doctor-Lecturer Puts 
It on Exhibition. 


ADENOIDS ARE DESCRIBED 
Accused of Causing Rheumatism 
and Many Other of the Ills, 
Which People Suffer. 


Three seemingly useless organs within 
the human head and the misery they 
cause, especially to children, were 
graphically described to a large and 
fashionable audience at the Children’s 
Hospital yesterday afternoon by _ Dr. 
Greenfield Sluder, who spoke upon “Ade- 
noids, Tonsils and Accessory Sinuses.’’ 

The speaker surprised many of his 
hearers by expressing .his opinion that 
rheumatism is due to trouble with the 
tonsils and is generally cured by re- 
moval of these organs. 

Adenoids, he said, are really the fau- 
cial tonsil, so that to the tonsils and 
accessory sinuges the speaker ascribed: 

Headaches. 

Sore throat. 

Much deafness. 
Much eye trouble. 
Rheumatism. 
Ordinary colds. 
Substandard children. 
Sleeplessness. 
Fatigue. 
Apprehension. 
Anger. 

He said that the four cardinal reasons 
why the tonsils should be removed are 
that they cause recurrent sore throat, 
become enlarged to the degree of ob- 
struction of breathing, cause rheum- 
etism and cause other glands im the 
neck to become infected resulting in 
deafness. 

Dr. Sluder illustrated his remarks 
with a number of preserved portions 
of human heads which were passed, 
somewhat timidly, throughout the audi- 
ence upon platters. But when he 
brought otit an entire head one of the 
women upon the committee hastily sug- 
gester that she thought its exhibition 
would be unnecessary. 

The speaker in beginning his remarks 
said that the organs generally known 
as‘tonsils are not the only tonsils, but 
that there exists the faucial tonsil, 
which in an enlarged condition has be- 
come known as adenoids and the lingual 
tonsil which is the bane of maturity. 

He declared that it is the tissue of 
the tonsils which takes on infection 
and produces what is known as the or- 
dinary cold. He said the tonsils are 
filled with. holes that extend their en- 
tire depth and that in the bottom of 
these holes germs accumulate which 
produce many serious troubles. He told 
that the germ. which causes colds and 
sore throat has not yet been discovered, 
otherwise, he said, there would be quick- 
ly found so'ne vaccine or antitoxin 
which would put an end to these ills. 

Dr. Sluder said that the function of 
the tonsils has never been discovered. 
An enlargement of the faucial tonsil or 
adenoids, he said, is the cause of great 
misery to children. They cause breath- 
ing, the easiest function of the body un- 
der normal circumstances, to become 
difficult. The child awakens with a 
sense of’ fatigue. Pressure upon the 
eustachian tubes causes a baffling deaf- 
ness. The necessity of keeping the 
mouth open for breathing forces one 
of the jaws to change position. 

“The child rapidly falls behind others 
in his classes at school,’”’ Dr. Sluder 
pointed out, “and quickly becomes sub- 
standard. The growth is affected. I 
have seen a child grow six inches in 
six months after having adenoids re- 
moved.’’ 

In advising the removal of the ton- 
sils, Dr. Sluder said that care should 
be taken to see that the entire tonsil 
is removed. Until recently, he said, 


the general European practice had been.

moving the entire organ. 

Of the accessory sinuses the speaker 
said that they are tiny glands so placed 
that when they become inflamed they 
press upon the most vital nerve cen- 
ters of the head. Most of them, if in- 
flamed, drain through the nosé, eyes or 
ears, but he said there are s@éveral which 
cannot thus be drained and pressing 
upon nerves causes headaches, fatigue 
and many other depressing conditions.

Resolution to Submit Amend- 
ment Fails to Get 252, the 
Necessary Two-Thirds. 


204 AGAINST, 174 
Missourians 11 to 3- for Proposi-

Igoe Not on Record,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
leaders in Congress today considered the 
woman suffrage issue dead so far.as 
the present session is concerned, as the 
result of the failure of the Mondell 
resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment to enfranchise women to get the 
necessary two-thirds vote in yesterday’s 
historic contest in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Failure of the resolution to 
get even a majority vote, it was be- 
lieved, would discourage further efforts 
at this session to have the question 
again brought up for consideration. 

Undismayed, however, because of.the 
defeat for the second time within a year 
of the suffrage cause in Congress, suf- 
frage leaders declared today that the 
fight was by no means over and that 
it would be continued until victory was 
theirs. It was thought likely that suf- 
frage leaders in Congress and out would 
begin immediately to realign their forces 
for another fight in the Sixty-fourth 
Congress, which will meet next De- 
cember. 

“On the Wane,” Say Antis. 

On the other hand, anti-suffragists 
were out today with a statement that 
the result fulfilled their expectations. 
Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, president of the 
National Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage, declared that the result meant 
that the suffrage movement “fostered 
by hysterical women’’ was on the wane. 
‘Pointing to the vote in favor of the 
resolution as being four more than they 
had counted upon, suffrage leaders de- 
clared that it was highly gratifying to 
them. The fact that the resolution was 
voted upon they construed as a victory 
for the cauge, declaring that the ques- 
tion never before had been considered 
in the House itself. 

The vote on the resolution came about 
9 o’clock last night, after many hours 
of earnest and at times bitter debate, 
in which the question of state’s rights 
figured. Not since the debate and vote 
on the resolution for a prohibition con- 
stitutional amendment had such a spir- 
ited contest been witnessed. The gal- 
leries were thronged with champions 
and opponents of the cause whose fre- 
quent approval or disapproval of speak- 
ers made it difficult for Speaker Clark 
to maintain order. 

Vote on the Resolution. 

On the rollcall 378 votes were recorded, 
204 of which were against the resolution 
and 174 for it. To pass, it was neces- 
sary for the resolution to receive a 
vote of two-thirds of the total vote, 
or 252, and the resolution thus lost 
by 78 votes. 

Analyzing the vote, it is shown that 
of those voting for the resolution, 8 
were Democrats, 72 Republicans, 12 Pro- 
gressives, three Progressive-Republicans 
and one Independent. Those voting 
against the resolution included 171 Demo- 
crats and 33 Republicans. 


Hisses and audible expressions of re- 
sentment frequently interrupted a 
speech by Representative Bowdle of 
Ohio, who undertook to discuss the suf- 
frage cause in humorous vein and ar- 
gued that a scientific analysis of wom- 
en’s nature showed her to be totdlly dis- 
qualified as a voter and office-holder. 


Speaker Clark stilled the uproar half 
a dozen times, and warned spectators 
that a recurrence would result in their 
eviction from the chamber.

ESTERDAY marked an epoch 
Y in the history of the great on- 
rushing movement for wom- 
an suffrage. The debate in the 
House was the culmination of halt 
a century of effort.to establish suf- 
frage as a question of national im- 
portance, as an issue vital, not to 
part of the people, not to women 
alone—but to all people, men and 
women alike. 

The spirit of democracy is abroad 
in the National Congress today. 
There were echoes of the old days 
when men were the people and as- 
sumed the right to deny women 
even the Kingdom of God—but they 
were only echoes. The recognition 
of women people in our Govern- 
men is close at hand. 

Nothing was more significant of 
the status of suffrage than the 
fact that a large number of men 
who voted against the amendment 
declared themselves in favor of the 
enfranchisenient of women, but op- 
posed to the granting of the right 
except by the individual states. 

The whole argument of the oppo- 
sition aside from the constitutional 
one involved in State rights was 
sentimental and amusingly puerile. 
Suffragists are greatly encouraged 
by the admission of a larger body 
of members that on the merits of 
woman suffrage there is no reagon- 
able argument against it on the ba- 
sis of justice and equity, but on that 
of constitutional right and _  sgenti- 
ment.

Their statements follow: 


President of the National Assecia- 
tion Opposed t- Woman Suffrage. 

HE result was such as to per- 

suade the country forever that 

the national Congress will not 

undertake to dictate to the various 

states what they shall do in the reg- 
ulation of their franchise. 

Yesterday's work in the House jj 
demonstrated that from now on the 
wave of hysteria in which the suffra- 
gists have indulged, or of which they 
have been the victims, will be on the 
wane. We have found this to be the 
case in the states where fights for 
the enfranchisement of women have 
been made. In the ... last 
fall five out of séven tes where 
the question was brought up refused 
to adopt it, in spite of the fact that 
the suffragists did a tremendous 
amount of work and spent large 
sums of money. The action of the 
House is merely a faithful reflection 
of the sentiment that prevails 
throughout the United States. 

The arguments for woman suffrage 
have been presented so often that 
everybody is familiar with them. The 
fact that they have commanded 
neither interest nor power proves 
that the cause is not sound. The 
vast majority of women do not want 
the franchise. The states of the 
country have determined that it 
would do more harm than good. 
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among women is as one to 99, and among 
men the readers are one to two. 

Representative Decker of itinseaie’.| 
supporting the amendment, replied to 
Representative Bowdle. He declared 
that the “governmental co-operation of 
women was a great blessing’’ and de- 
rided the idea that woman’s lack of 
ability for military service disqualified 
her as a voter. 

March 19 last an equal suffrage con- 
stitutional amendment, proposed by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain of Oregon, received a 
vote of 35 to 3% in the Senate, securing 
a bare majority, but failing of the nec- 
essary two-thirds, 

Only three members of the Missouri 
delegation, Bartholdt, Gill and Boogher, 
voted against the resolution. Represent- 
ative Igoe was absent and paired 
against the amendment. Representative 
Baltz of the East St. Louis district also 
voted against the resolution. 

Eleven members of the Missouri dele- 
gation in the House voted for the suf- 
frage resolution. In the November elec- 
tion of 1914 the Missouri woman suffrage 
amendment was defeated in the State by 
140,206 votes. The vote in round num- 
bers was: Yes, 182,000; no, 322,000. Thir- 
teen counties gave the amendment a ma- 
jority. In St. Louis the vote was 26,604 
for and 84,431 against. 


New York Suffragists Choose Leaders 
in Men’s Party Fashion. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—A suffragist 
election, conducted in much the same 
fashion as those held by the great po- 
litical parties, and having for its ob- 
ject the election of leaders and organ- 
ization officers, took place last night 
in every assembly district of Greater 
New York. More than 135,000 men ani 
women, registered as adherents of the 
woman suffrarce party, were invited to 
vote in their respective districts. 

Declaring that they were entering on 
the last stage of a bitter fight to gain 
the vote for women in this State, the 
suffragists choose their officers with a 
view to the forthcoming consideration 
of the suffrage question by the New 
York Legislature. ; 


Governor Urges That West Virginia 
Vote on Suffrage. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Jan. 13.—In 
his message to the Legislature today 
Gov. Henry D. Hatfield asked the sub. 
mission to the electorate of constitu- 
tional amendments providing for woman 
suffrage, and initiative, referendum and 
recall, and the short ballot. 


URGES A STATE DOG LICENSE 


B. Hawes Wants All Misseurt 
to Use St. Louis Plan. 

A State dog license bill, drafted by 
liarry B. Hawes, will be introduced in 
the Legislature within a few days. Its 
rurpose is to extend to the rest of the 
State the system now prevailing in St. 
Louis. 

An annual license tax of $1 is fixed for 
cach dog, and it will be the duty of 
town marshals and constables to im- 
pound unlicensed dogs and kill those 
who are not redeemed by owners. Li- 
censed dogs will wear collars and num- 
bhered tags. 

The proceeds of the tax will go partly 
to the State Goods Roads fund, and the 
remainder to the State Dog Kennel, 
which will have charge of the breeding 
and distribution of useful dogs. Hawes, 
head of the St. Louis Kennel] Club, has 
sent copies of the bill to members of 
the Legislature, with a printed brief 
of arguinents to show the constitution- 
ality and desirability of the measure. 
He holds that such a law would make 
the licensed dogs more valuable and 
vould eliminate the vicious, worthless 
stray cur and sheep-killing dog.

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PASTOR WHO WOKE 


INNAVY MAY NOT 


He Will Be Required to Serve 
Time Unless He Proves He 
Was Mentally Irresponsible.

NEW YORK, Jan. = 13.-—-The 
Walter B. Burton, pastor of the Firat 
Christian Church of Fairmont, Minn,, 
who has been missing from his pulpit 
since Dec. 15 last, and who woke up 
Monday morning to find himself in 
the New York hospital, officially 
tagged “R. Hudd, musician, second 
class, United States Navy,” will dis- 
cover that the way back™to his pas- 
torate and his family is not to be as 
easy as the way from it. 

The principal obstacle in his way 
to a resumption of his Burton per- 
sonality is the United States Navy, 
which maintains that his enlistmen’ 
as a bandsman is binding upon him. 
Pursuant to this official view, Bur- 
ton, or Hudd as he still is in the navy 
view, will be moved in a few days to 
the naval hospital at the Brooklyn 
navy yard for treatment by navy sur- 
geons 

“We know nothing as yet officially 
of the reported circumstances of this 
man’s enlistment,” said Lieutenant- 
Commander Johnson, commanding the 
receiving ship Mains. “The case will 
be dealt with sympathetically, you 
may be sure, but at the same time we 
are entitled to insist upon any man 
carrying out the terms of hia enlist- 
ment unless he cah prove—as in this 
case is possible—that when he took 
the oath he was not mentally respon- 
sible.” 

Hudd, or Burton, was taken to New 
York Hospital on Sunday afternoon, 
after he had been picked up uncon- 
scious on Fifth avenue near Forty- 
second street. Papers on him estab. 
lished his navy identity, but nothing 
else was known of him until he recov- 
ered consciousness and talked. He then 
showed complete ignorarce of his nav/ 
career, but told in detail of his church, 
his family, and. the experience leading 
up to the morning pf Dec. 15, the last 
he remembered.

The new charter provides that 
each of the 28 wards shall have one 
member of the Board of Aldermen, to 
live in and be known as the represent- 
ative of the ward in which he has his 
home, but that all members must alli 
be nominated at large and elected at 
large. 4 

All Voters to Pass on Candidates. 

The result will be that the voters of 
the entire city will vote on all the can- 
didates from all wards. Formerly a 
Twenty-eighth Ward voter voted only 
for the candidate from ais ward, and 
so on in-all the wards. But under the 
new Charter the Twenty-eighth ward 
voter will not only vote for the candi- 
date for his own ward, for both pri- 
mary and general election, but all the 
candidates, both at the primary and 
general election, in all the 28 wards. 

According to Republican City Com- 
mitteemen there will be from five to 
10 candidates for the nomination in 
each ward. The Republican primary 
ballot, if the expectations of the com- 
mitteemen should be realized, will have 
anywhere from 100 to 250 names on it. 
Each voter will have to pass upon all 
these candidates, 

The Republican City Committeemen 
gay they are going to call meetings of 
their precinct organizations, and present 
the names of all candidates~in each 
ward to the precinct men. The commit- 
teeman from each ward will support 
the candidate selected by his precinct 
organization. The names of the candi- 
dates indorsed in each ward, will be 
passed on to the committeemen in each 
of the 27 other wards. By this system 
the committeemen expect that the nom- 
inations made by the small group of 
precinct workers, mostly city job hold- 
ers—10 to 2 men in each ward—will be 
ratified at the primary election. 

Moving Picture Men First. 

John H. Gentner of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, owner of a moving picture show, 
was the first to flash his candidacy on 
the screen. He filed for the Repub- 
lican nomination from his ward. John 
F. Renick of the Fifteenth Ward, sec- 
retary of the Republican City Commit- 
tee, has been asked by the party or- 
ganization and business men of his 
ward to make the race. Councilman 
Gustav J. Herrmann probably will run 
in the Fourteenth Ward, and Delegate 
Henry Ebrecht in the Eleventh Ward. 
Former Speaker John H. Sommerich 
likely will be one of the candidates in 
the Eighteenth.

ELODIC DELIGHT 


Delicate Charm im Marks Work of 
Russian Pianiste and St. 
Louis Violiniste.

HB Tina Lerner-Marie Caslova 
of joint recital for the benefit of the 
new Missouri Baptist Sanitarium 
at the Odeon last night developed into 
a delicately pleasing musical entertain- 
ment just a bit out of the ordinary be- 
cause of the charm of unaffected mod- 
esty in its presentation. 

There was an occasional stroke of 
power in Miss Lerner’s performance at 
the piano, but the program as a whole 
was more definitely marked by a cer- 
tain daintiness and sweetness of appeal. 
This was especially true in the case of 
Miss Caslova’s violin offerings, alike in 
the numbers played in company with 
her recital associate and in the solo 
scores to which Miss Carradine contrib- 
uted a genuinely worthy accompani- 
ment. 

Because of the fact that Marie Cas- 
lova is @ St. Louisienne and her) towns- 
folk are quite properly proud of her dis- 
tinction in music, having fostered her 
art-growth from the not far days when 
she was little Mary McCausland, an 
“infant prodigy” at the keyboard, last 
night’s recital was emphasized into a 
very cordial welcoming in her behalf 
and two impressive floral offerings made 
their way to her across the footlights. 

Nevertheless, the division of honors 
between the American violiniste and the 
Russian pianiste was equitably made, 
each sharing evenly in the final verdict 
of an audience that seemed vastly con- 
tented with their respective achieve- 
ments. Very appropriately, also, the 
program reached its close with their 
excellent joint interpretation of Grieg’s 
“Sonata in G Major,” the four move- 
ments of which gave each an admirable 
opportunity for distinctive work. 

It seemed to me that Tina Lerner was 
at her best in the program’s fourth 
number, embracing as grouped soli 
scores the Rachmaninoff ‘‘Prelude in G 
Minor” and Liszt’s quaintly picturesque 
“Gnomenreigen’’ and sonorous “Cam- 
panella,” and that the first and third of 
these three compositions were made es- 
pecially memorable. It was here, too, 
that the house became most enthusi- 
astic in acclaiming her performance. 

Marie Caslova’s richest gift finds its 
congenial employment in her utterance 
of musical thought appealing to the gen- 
tler emotions that respond most surely 
to a certain pensiveness in a composer’s 
mood. Because of this truth her sin- 
cerest triumph of the night came in the 
lovely andante movement of Mendels- 


delightfully played, and, to a lesser de- 
gree in the Martini-Kreisler andantino 
of her earlier presenting. 

The program opened with the Lerner-' 
Caslova interpretation of Mozart’s “‘So- 
nata in B Flat Major” and included in 
its complete offering Miss Lerner’s per- 
formance of Chopin’s “Ballade in G. Mi- 
nor,” “Three Etudes” and the “Waltz 
in A Flat Major;” Miss Caslova in the 
Kreisler ‘Variations on Theme by Cor- 
elli-Tartini, Wieniawski’s ‘Polonaise’ 
and the finale from the Mendelssohn “BD 
Minor Concerto,” in addition to the 
scores already named.

Urged an Upright Life. 


Frederick R. Forth Jr., 4 years old,

NEW YORK, Jan. 13—Walter W. 
Vick, former Receiver-General of Cus- 
toms at Santo Domingo, expected to 
continue late this afternoon his testi-

Phelan of San Francisco into the con- 
duct in office of James M. Sullivan, 
American Minister to the Dominican 
Republic. 

Vick, who occupied the stand exolu- 
sively at the beginning of the inquiry

President, Vick said, were attached 11 


affidavits bearing upon allegations that 


Sullivan had used his office to further 


the interests of certain financial institu- 
tions and men. 

The appointment of M. Sullivan was 
procured by certain financial interests 
for their own ends, said Vick, at the 
opening session. 

Says Others Sought His Place. 

Vick testified that before his appoint- 
ment as Receiver of Customs he met 
William C. Beer, who, he understood, 
was identified with the interests of the 
Ganco Nacional of Santo Domingo, and 
a Mr. Gold, said to be connected with 
Beer in a fruit company, who expressed 
a desire to be appointed to the post 
which Vick later obtained. These men, 
in hig opinion, did all they could to pre- 
vent his appointment to the customs 
service. 

“Did they procure the appointment of 
Sullivan for their own ends?” Vick was 
asked. 

“T think they did,” he replied. 

After the arrival of Minister Sullivan 
in Santo Domingo, the witness con- 
tinued, he began to suspect that Beer, 
Gold and Samuel M. Jarvis, said to be 
connected with the Banco Nacional, had 
an undue interest in the receivership of 
customs, 

Visit by Sullfvan’s Cousin. 

“My suspicions were first aroused,’ 
he continued, “when they demanded 
that the depository of the customs 
fund be changed to the Banco Na- 
cionaL Then Minister Sullivan's 
cousin, Timothy Sullivan, came to the 
island on a vist. I learned later that 
he was to head a $20,000,000 concern 
to operate there. 

“Was he a $20,000,000 man?” Com- 
missioner Phelan asked. 

“He was not. I am frank to admit 
that I was fooled for some time after 
I went to Santo Domingo.” 

Several letters and cablegrams be- 
tween Secretary Bryan and Minister 
Sullivan were produced at the hear- 
ing. In these Sullivan categorically 
denied most of Vick’s allegations and 
pleaded ignorance of any wrongdoing 
in the others.

The re- 
port says that the manufacture of lum- 
ber and other timber products ranks 
third in importance among the State’s 
industries. There are approximately 800 
sawmills cperating in Texas, employing 
more than 25,000 workers, or nearly one- 
third of all industrial wage earners. 

The total amount of wood contributed 
annually by Texas forests, exclusive of 
cord wood, fence material and other 
products for domestic use, aggregates 
nearly 2,2%0,000,000 board feet, of which 
about 2,000,000,000 feet is yellow pine. The 
total value, according to Peters’ report, 
is $32,009,000, one-third of which goes to 
owners of the timber. About 12,000,000 
acres in East Texas are occupied by 
yellow pine forests, including the hard- 
woods in mixture, which contain the 
only bodies of commercial timber of im- 
portance in the State.

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SUBCONSCIOUS ACT 
DEFENSE PLANNED 
FOR IDA ROGERS 


She Didn’t Know She Gave 
Poison to Her Children, 
Her Lawyer Says. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—The murder of 
her two children by Mrs. Ida Sniffen 
Walters, also known as Rogers, was the 
result of ‘“sub-conscious suggestion,”’ 
says Abraham Levy, the woman’s law- 
yer. He indicated that if the Bronx 
County grand jury returns an indict- 
ment for first degree murder he will 
base the defense on that theory. 

‘‘When Mrs. Walters fed the bichloride 
of mercury to her children she did not 
know what she was doing,” Levy said. 
“Her love for her children was most 
sincere, and this case will reveal one 
of the most interesting neurological 
problems in the history of our courts.’’ 

Levy has gone over the details of the 
case with his client. He is convinced 
that if she is brought to trial she will 
be acquitted after her story has been 
heard by the jury. The lawyer said the 
testimony of Dr. William Grant Hague, 
her regular physician. who was called to 
the house where Mrs. Walters lived as 
the wife of Lorlys Elton Rogers, the 
lawyer, would show she was not mental- 
ly responsible when the crime was com- 
mitted. 

District Attorney Martin, when told 
of the plan, said he would prove by 
Mrs. Walters’ sworn statement that 
three days after the murder she was 
able to describe in detail how she ad- 
ministered the poison to her children 
and took some herself. The prosecutor 
regards it as remarkable that since the 
charge of homicide has been entered 
against her she suddenly has declared 
her memory is a blank as to what hap- 
pened. 

The District Attorney has been in- 
formed that Mrs. Walters contracted 
her first marriage at the deathbed of 
George Morris, the artist son of a 
wealthy Detroit manufacturer. About 
10 years ago, according to the inform- 
ant, Ida Sniffen lived in Brooklyn with 
her brother and grandmother. She was 
studying art, and at a class meeting 
met Morris. 

Shortly afterward the artist was taken 
ill with mastoiditis. An operation was 
performed. Complications developed, 
and when the doctors announced that 
he could not possibly recover the wed- 
ding was suggested. The woman, it was 
said, agreed, and soon after the cere- 
mony was performed he died. She ac- 
companied the body to the home of 
fforris’ parents. Then she signed a 
waiver of dower rights. Two years later 


she was married to Arthur Walters. 

Mrs. Anna Roquemore Rogers, the 
first wife, who divorced the lawyer and 
who, according to friends of Mrs. Wal- 
ters and Rogers, frequently entertained 
the woman at her summer home in Suf- 
fern, N. Y., will be the chief witness 
before the Bronx County grand jury 
today, when the inquiry is resumed. 

Through her the District Attorney 
hopes to bring out many intimate events 
connected with the life of Mrs. Walters 
and Rogers. Her story will be used to 
corroborate, in part, the testimony of 
Dr. Hague, who has been the confidant 
of Mrs. Walters since he was called at 
the birth of her first child. Dr. Hague 
has spent a half hour in the grand 
icury room.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo. Jan. 13.—An 
amicable agreement last night ended 
all differences between the national 
Order of Railroad Conductors and of- 
ficials of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railroad growing out of the 
dismissal of 31 conductors on charges 
of negligence of duties. This state- 
ment was made by General Manager 
Levy of the Frisco, but the nature of 
the agreement was not divulged.

GREAT BRITAIN’S VICIOUS PLEA. 

In the British reply to the Washington protest 
against the seizure and detention of ships loaded 
with American goods is this significant para- 
| graph: 

With regard to the seizure of foodstuffs to 
which Your Excellency refers, His Majesty's 
Government are prepared to admit that food- 
stuffs should not be detained and put into a 
prize court without presumption that .they 
are intended for the armed forces of the en- 
emy or the enemy's Government. We believe 
that this rule has been adhered to in practice 
hitherto, but if the United States Government 
have instances to the contrary, we are pre- 
pared to examine them, and it is 
our present intention to adhere to the 


the unoertainty as to the extent to which 

such rules may be violated by them in the 

‘future. 

Assuming the truth of the charge that the 
enemies of Great Britain depart from “the 
hitherto accepted rules of civilization and hu- 
manity,” our Government could not accept the 
preposterous doctrine that this justifies wrong- 
doing on the part of Great Britain towards us or 
nations. Nothing could be more 
vicious and destructive of civilization and inter- 
national law than the theory that one wrong 
justifies another. When one nation pleads the 
wrong-doing of an enemy to justify wrong-doing 


in excess of bad reasoning that would give war- 
rant to any form of outrage and barbarity. It 
is an excuse which has been misused to justify 
the worst abuses of unprincipled nations. 

We cannot permit Great Britain to vitiate the 
sound principle of international conduct which 
we have affirmed and to which she agrees by 
such a sweeping excuse for bad practice. Our 
Government should seize this opportunity to re- 
pudiate the doctrine and should make Great 
Britain understand that we will not tolerate this 
defense for departure from the standard we have 
set up and which is recognized as that which 
should govern the conduct of all civilized na- 
tions. There is no form of piracy or brutality 
practiced by the lowest people in the scale of 
civilization that would not be justified under this 
dictum.

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HURRAY FOR THE BABIES!

BILI. FOR TWO MORE JUDGES. 

A bill creating two additional circuit judgeships 
in St. Louis has been introduced at Jefferson City. 
What the local bench needs is not so much an 
increase in its numbers as changes that will per- 
mit a better utilization of its time and effort. 
Short court session, vacations of extravagant 
length, futile proceedings that take up the time 
of Judge without progress in disposing of litiza- 
tion, trials inordinately prolonged, cause business 
to accumulate. 

The proposed revision of the code of practice 
will in many instances enable one Judge to do 
the work now done by two. The need is not for 
additional courts but for more efficient courts. 
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BLAMING IT ON TREITSCHEE. 
Blaming it on Treitschke is one of the most 
popular editorial recreations of the season. We 
refer to the open season for human beings in 
Europe. Instance one among many, the Man- 
chester Guardian: 

Since the world is eretty well agreed that 
the teachings of Treitschke are largely re- 
sponsible for the present war, there is a cer- 
tain historic justice in the raid of the French 
aviators on Freiburg. For it was in Frei- 
burg that Treitschke did much of his teachings. 
No, pardon us; it was not specially at Freiburg. 
He taught little there. He taught more at Leip- 
zig, Kiel, Heidelberg and Berlin. As chief pane 
gyrist of the House of Hohenzollern he taught 
all over the place. However, that is neither here 
nor there. 

What we started out to remark is that 
Treitschke makes a very handy sacrificial goat, 
especially as he is already deader than a door 
nail. It is never polite to blame a war on any- 
body living. The live bullies and bellicose 
bruisers who actually fall to and mix are in- 
nocent victims. Treitschke absolves everybody, 
and, like the dead robber in the morgue he is 
in a position where he can’t prove an alibi. He 
is deader than Nietzsche and easier to pronounce. 
Of course Treitschke is not as dead as Alex: 
ander the Great, who was some whole-hog-or-none 
philosopher himself. Treitschke’s promised land 
was not a marker to Moses’. Yet far be it from 
us to quarrel with the logic of the fad of blam- 
ing it on Treitschke. That is beyond our control 
and we are not going to waste any moral pres- 
sure opposing it. 

People who wish to be able to discuss the war 
quasi-intellectually in “Bohemian” salons where 
the long-haired sexes foregather had better bone 
up on old Treitschke. 

For the benefit of the uninitiate who would like 
to join the fashion we will kick in with some 
recondite information. (You can’t get it out of 
“Who's Who,” but have to go way back to the 


bohm Tree and the Tsetse-F'ly.) 

Heinrich von Treftschke (b. 1834, d. 1896) be 
gan mixing in his ideas with the flow of history 
‘|when he was a privatdozent at Leipzig and, like 


deprecated while Treitschke voosted imperialism 
and mankind's ruder pastimes. Laying all jokes, 
including the Encyclopaedia, aside, Treitschke 
|holds a high place as an nistorian, higher than 
Woodrow even. We affirm, not merely on our 
own authority but on that of Nietzsche, Fred 
Lehmann and other competent witnesses, that 
Treitschke’s History of Germany in the Nine- 
teenth Century and his Historische und politische 
Aufsatze and lectures on Politik are powerfully 
strong works. They do not exactly smack of 
peace. Both as an historian and as an editor 
(which he was now and then while he was rest 
ing) he advocated colonial expansion and bitter 
enmity to Great Britain, somewhat as our Revo- 
lutionary forefathers did in this country. Para- 
phrasing Patrick Henry, Treitschke exclaimed, 
“Give me elbowroom or give mé death!” But 
he became a Moderate Conservative before he 


died. 
It’s a long, long way to Treitschke—about as 


far as it is to Tipperary—but somebody has to 
be blamed for this war! 
SHORT AMENDMENT BALLOT. 

Immediately after the November election, the 
New York Short Ballot Organization made a 
poll of 5000 voters, by telephone, to discover how 
many remembered the names of the principal ) 
candidates for whom they had voted. Of those 
who replied, 44 per cent had forgotten the name 
of the candidate for comptroller, 40 per cent could 
not tell for whom they voted for attorney-general, 
37 per cent could not give the name of their 
candidate. for state treasurer, and 80 On. 

Had a similar poll been taken immediately 
after the Missouri election, the object being to 
discover how many could recall how they had 
voted on the 15 constitutional amendments sub- 
mitted, there can be little doubt that the showing 
would have been even worse. 

If we are ever to get intelligent action by the 
voters on important constitutional amendments, 
the short ballot principle must be kept in sight. 
A hodge-podge of over a dozen amendments, in- 
volving a variety of subjects more or less diffi- 
cult to understand, is an imposition on the vot- 
ers. Success or defeat for one or more amend- 
ments so submitted is likely to be a matter of 
chance. 
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UNITED RAILWAYS’ EARNINGS. 

The United Railways’ gross income during the 
last three months of 1914 was $3,005,336, a fall- 
ing off of $242,867 as compared with the same 
months in 1913, or 7.48 per cent. The percent- 
age of decline is, of course, much less than that 
suffered by thousands of concerns engaged in 
the competitive field throughout the country. Be- 
sides, the United Railways have advantages 
these other concerns lack. It carries passengers 
at a figure affording a generous margin of prof- 
it, it collects its money in advance, it loses noth- 
ing on bad bills, at the first sign of reduced in- 
come it can reduce operating expenses. 

To figure on what revenue would be with a 
8-cent fare. basis will promote contentment in 
the company's officers. If they feel poor, they 
can discharge the company’s staff of high-priced 
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attorneys and discontinue the obstructive and 
unnecessary litigation the company is all the 
time carrying on at tremendous expense. 
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AMBITIOUS LOS ANGELES. 

Los Angeles, which now boasts a population 
of 516,000, of which 50,000 were added in 1914; 
which turned out manufactured products valued 
at $157,184,000 that year and put up new build- 
ings costing approximately $20,000,000 in the 
same period, is only beginning her career as 
metropolis of the Far West, according to the Los 
Angeles Times, in its handsome annual mid- 
winter number. 

The city has on its program for thfs year three 

tremendous engineering improvements, to cost 
several millions of dollars. These are the cut- 
ting down and levelling of the hill section; the 
creation of a wide, handsome commercial and 
industrial highway between the city and its har- 
bor, and the construction of elevated sidewalks 
on all the congested retail business streets. The 
opening of the Panama Canal resulted in a 200 
per cent increase in the number of tons of mer- 
chandise handled at the Port of Los Angeles dur- 
ing six weeks. It is evident that the canal is 
the last link in the chain of natural advantages 
that assure the future of Los Angeles as a cen- 
ter of commercial activity. 
And the Times annual number, printed in 
colors and having no less than six magazine sec- 
tions of 82 pages each, is joyful at the prospect. 
It makes a strong appeal to less favored Ameri- 
cans to come and help Southern California grow 
to full stature.

A larger traction system under public owner- 
ship and operation than exists in any other 
American city is an exhibit in San Francisco that 
will be more interesting to many visitors at the 
Panama World’s Fair next summer than exhibits 
within the gates of the big show.

A Field Marshal’s Pay. 


BRITISH Field Marshal never re- 

tires from the army. He may be 
placed on half pay, but is still borne on 
the active list. 

By the regulations there must not be 
more than eight Field Marshals receiv- 
ing pay as such; that is, exclusive of 
honorary Field Marshals, such as for- 
eign Kings, Emperors and Princes. Of 
the eight regular Field Marshals two 
must be selected from the Indian army. 

The position of Field Marshal is a 
great one. The Field Marshal com- 
manding in chief in the Mediterranean 
gets $25,000 a year. Probably a Fiela 
Marshal actively employed will get at 
least $15,000 a year. 

This is better than the pay of an Ad- 
miral of the fleet, who may be said to 


be a naval field marshal, and gets only : 


a little more than $10,000 a year, ex- 
clusive of allowances.
